In going over the new phone book, there were about 
4Q that are not listed, so if they have moved and have not notified the 
FOC and have not sent in the new info, the listing will be according 
to what is listed in the Callbook, as there is no way to cross check 
for accuracy on the listing. Therefor your input is needed and appre- 
ciated. 


At this time, there are 177 changes, additions and corrections, ‘There 
are also many deletions of former Stark County hams that were listed 
as having moved out of the area, in the 1982 directory. 
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WHAT'S NEW 


Recently, the FCC came out with rules against business communications 
thru autopatch facilities and phone patches. It caused more confusion 
than before. The FCC emphasizes that the routine public service acti- 
vities, such as Walkathons, Parades, Eye Bank, Sky-Watch and the like, 
are still legitimate. 


Voluntary exam program, whereby the Amateur Volunteer Teams will doall ~ 
the examining for new licensees, is very active and they hope to start 
the program in early '84, 


Volunteer observers for rules enforcement, is also being worked on, so 
this can start in '84. The "Privacy of Communications Rule, has been 
lifted for Amateur and CB operations. It is now legal to record and 
submit infractions of the rules, to the FCC for their action. This in- 
fo can be sent to your Field Office. The Detroit office address is: 
Federal Communications Commission, 1054 Federal Bldg., 231 West Lafay- 
ette St., Detroit, Michigan 48226. 


For license renewal, fill out current 610 form (obtainable from Detroit 
address above) and send in to the FCC, Box 1020, Gettysburg, Pa...V7325 
along with a copy of your Amateur license. Do not send in to Detroit. 


Grenada and the US have reciprocal agreement, but we do not have third 
party agreement, so take note id called. 


With the FCC's plans to get out of the testing business as soon as the 
arrangements can be completed, they have announced their calendar for 
1984 and have drastically reduced their schedule. Even at the Detroit 
office or any other office, exams will only be given once per quarter. 
Testing dates are February 6 thru 10, May 7 thru 11, August 6 thru 10, 

and November 5 thru 9. You must submit your 610 form at least a month 
in advance of this schedule. Remote testing, for Cleveland will be in 
March and September. So remember, the Field Offices will no longer give 
exams weekly as in the past. *

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AMATEUR RADIO RECEIVES NICE PUBLICITY 


A small island and it's politics or troubles, located in the West In- 
dies, resulted in excellent publicity for Amateur Radio, in October. 
With hundreds of American students attending Grenada St. George's Med- 
ical School and fearing the possibility of another possible Iran, the 
government, in a surprise move, "invaded" this island for the safety 
of the students. Evidence was found, that a plan was made to possibly 
hold the American students hostage. 


The FCC was notified of the Grenada situation, and the importance of 
the Amateur radio operators keeping the State Department informed and 
of course bringing word to the anxious parents of the students, as to 
their safety and welfare. The FCC quickly authorized the Amateurs to 
operate in and out of the band, plus temporary third party permission. 
In the W5YI Report, Fred reported that the ARRL released the following 
news bulletin, "The FCC has high praise for radio amateurs and the role 
they played inthe recent Grenada situation. The Commission waived some 
of its rules to facilitate communication by KA2ORK, Mark Barattella and 
other assisting operators on the island. In the Commission's words, 
(quote) 'At all times, the paramount interest of this agency, was the 
safety and welfare of the medical students on the Grenada campuses. Mr 
Barattella and the amateur operators assisting him, provided valuable 
services in relaying information as to the safety of the medical stu- 
dents aml their families and to the general situation existing at the 
Grenada station' (unquote)". 


An excellent article appeared in the USA newspaper, and Frank WDS8AYB 
shared it with me. Bill Miller K4MM of Fairfax Station, Virginia, was 
featured in the story. The reporter went on and gave an excellent re- 
port telling all about amateur radio andthe amateur operators, for the 
information of the uninformed public that did not know what amateur ra- 
dio was all about. This reporter told that Ham Radio has become so glo~ 
bal that it's the only hobby recognized by an international treaty. Al- 
so mentioned was Owen Garriott WSLFL and his upcoming space shuttle 
flight. It definitely was a wonderful publicity for ham radio, 
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
